A Large Number of AMdaviti and a Great
Quantity of Argument-Judge Hudson's

(Oondensed from the News and Courier.)

Corumma, November 4.—At 10.30
o'clock this iorning the hearing of the
applieation for bail made by the thirty-
fonr men charged with the murder of

O. T. Culbreath, in Edgetield couuty,

on the 21st September, was begun by

room. A number of lawyers were

present as interested listeners.  The
scats outside of the bar were empty.

Judge Hudson having consented to

hear the application withiout compel-

ling the attendance of the prisoners,
none of them were present.

Senator Batler and My, B. Me(,
Simkins were present as counsel for
the prisoners.

Attorney-General Miles and Solic~
tor Bonham appeared to represent the
State, and were assisted by Messrs.
Earnest Gary and N. (3. Evans.

made- 1 Thirty-funr of these were
parTfii by the persons charged with
(¥ .ticipation in the crime, and were to
che general effect that they had no
conuection with the lynching, but that,
having gathered to altend a public
meeti g which had for its object the
- deteet on and lawtul punishment of
the m.rderer of W. H. Hamwond,
and hav ing been advised to disperse
and return home, they bad done so.
Most of their affidavits contained these
statements. The other affidavits were
in greater part made by the wives and
relatives of & number of the accused,
who declared that t(he men were at
their homes when Culkreath was
killed.

The reading Jasted mnearly two
hours. It is of course impossible to
report in detail the substance of all
these papers. Counsel for the prison-
ers consider the aflidavits of Mys. Cul-
breath, Miss Culbreath, Senator W. J.
Talbert, Mr. . H. Bussey and Mr. D.
C. Bussey the most important olues,
aud they are accordingly presented
below :

MRS. CULBEATH'S AFFIDAVIT.

Mys. Fannie Prescott Culbreath, be-
ing sworn, saya that ehe was the wile
of the late O. T. Culbreath, and that
she is the mother of Memphis Cul-
breath, now in the county jail charged,
as she is informed, with béing accesso-
ry to the killing of his father. That
it comes within the knowledge of de-

nent that her son, Memphis Cul-

roath, was about her house during
the morning and afternoon of Monday,
the 215t September last, on  the night
of which day his father was killed, and
until the usual hour of bedtime that
night, at which time he rvetired to bed;
and she does not doubt that he was at
her house during the entive night; that
he slept up-stairs, and deponent does
nol believe that it was possible for him
to have made his exit from the house
without her knowledge. Deponent
knows absolutely that if the said O. T,
Culbreath was killed at or near Edge-
ficld Courthouse before 10 o'clock of
the night of September 21, her son was
not present and could not have been
connected with the killing.

Deponent further swears that for
some months before the said O. T
Culbroath was killed he had not re-
sided in the same house with her; that
she had for several vears been the
victim of unkind, cruel and inhuman
treatment at his hands; that he fre-
quently cursed and abused deponent
and her dead father and mother; that
he more than once threatened to take
her life and to reduce her property to
ushes, and said that if she should go to
her brother he would reduce his home
to ashes; that she has remained up at
night, surrounded by her children,
fearing that if she should retire to bed
she would while asleep be murdered
by him; that on one oceasion he drew
a knife and swore that he would take

That the treatment of deponent b
the said O. T. Culbreath was so harsh
and so cruel, and he perpetrated wo
many indignities upon her, that she
found it impossible to live with him—
the detuils of which she declines now
to disclose.

Deponent was 5o apprehensive (hat
her life was in continual peril that
when Mr, Hammond was murdered in
her fnrd and the jury ef inquest failed
to discover by whom the murder was
committed, she felt that the law was
powerless to save her from harm, and
she requested the solicitor of the Cir-
cuit to a]impcnl to the gentlemen of the
community and beg them to save her
from further annoyance and distress,
and he kindly did so while the people
were there assembled.

were ready to go home, and, being
answered that they were ready, depo-
nent went for his hovse and they rode
off soon afterwards. Deponent and
others then rode ofl'in the divection of
their homes, Deponent saw a num-
ber of citizens along the road while
riding to his home, and particularly
when deponent passed the residence
of Wyatt L. Holmes, where there are
several houses and it is quite a public
place. Deponent reached horae before
(%ark and remained there until next
day.

Deponent was not at all well. After
reaching home deponent sent for his
family physician, who remained wil
him for some time. Deponent was
not present at the killing of O. T.
Culbreath, and was in no manner con-
nected with the killing, and was not a
party to any combination or conspir-
acy to kill or injure him.

The President has issued a procla-
mation setting apart Thursday, the
26th inst., ns a day of thanksgiving
and prayer. The following is the text
of the proclamation:

BY THE PRESIDENT OF TIE UNITED BTATES

OF AMERICA—A I'ROCLAMATION,

The American people have always
abundant canse to bo thankful to Al-
mighty God, whose watchful care and
guiding hand have been manifested In
every slage of their natural life—
gunarding and protecting them in time
of gafety, leading them in the hour ol
darkness and of danger. It is fitting
and proper that a nation thus favored
should on one day in every year, for
that purpose especially appointed, pub-
licly acknowledge the goodness of God
and return thanks to Him for all His
gracious gifts. Therefore, 1, Grover
Clevelund, President of the United
States of Ameriea, do hereby desig-
nated and set apart Thursday, the
Lwenly-sixth day of November, in-
stant, as a day of public thanksgiving
and prayer, and do invoke the obsery-
ance of the same by all the people of
the land.
On that day let all gecular business
be suspended and let the people nssem-
ble in their usual plices of worship,
and with prayer and songs of praise
devoutly testify their gratitude to the
Giver of every good and perfect gin
for all that He has done for us in the
year that has passed ; for our preserva-
tion as a united nation and for our
deliverance from the shock and danger
of political convulsion; for the bless-
ings of peace and for our safety and
quiet while wars and rumors of ware
haveagitated and afMicted other nations
of the earth; for our security against
the scourge of pestilence, which in
other lands has claimed its deaths b
thousands and filled the streets witﬁ
mourners; for the plentcous crops
which reward the labor of the hus-
bandman and incrense our nation’s
wealth; and ftor that contentment
throughout our borders which follows
in the taain of promperity and abgn-
dance. And let there also be on the
day sel apart a reunion of families
sanclified and chastened by tender
meimories aiid associutions, and let the
social intercourse of friends with pleas-
ant reminiscences renew the ties of
affection and strenghten the bonds of
kindly feeling.
And let us by no means forget, while
we give thanks and enjoy the comforts
which have crowned our lives, that
truly grateful hearts are inclined to
deeds of charity, and that the kind and
thoughtful remembrance of the poor
will double the pleasure of our condi-
tion and render onr praise and thanks-
giving more acceptable in the sight of
the Lord.

Mr. W. J. Avrants has brought to
the Columbin correspondent of (he
News and Courier samples of four
prades of white flour, the finest being
dentieal in appearance and feeling
with the best wheat flonr, and the
coarsest being finer than the ordinary
corn meal.  This flour he saw ground
trom corn in J. L. Dominick's mill at
Peak’s Station,  Lexington countly.
The mill is supplied with the ordinary
burr-stones.  “The corn from which it
was made was raised by a farmer
living a few miles from Peak’s,  Year
betore Inst  ho bought a pint of it in
the West amd this yenr raised twoenty-
five bushels.  Mr. Areants says that he
ale biscnits and bread made from the
flonr and that it resembled that made
from the flour and that it resembled
that made from wheat flour, except
that it wasa trific sweoter, He showed
the flour to dealers in Columbia, who
took it fur the best patent voller pracess
wheat flour. The corn is said (o re-
semble pop-corn somewhat, ie entively

Bupplylng Clean Cotton Land With Mumus

in Advance of Heavy Manurlug.

1 have several acres of ordinary land
1 wish to prepare for heavy application
of manure. The land is now in cot-
ton in one of the Hawkins varicties.
In making heavy applications of man-
ure we must have humas; please ad-
vise me how best to get it on land that
has been in eotton. 1 wish to plant
the land in cotton again. What do
you think of this plan: Say, as soon
as I am through picking cotton, com-
mence hauling pine straw and op
carth of the pine field, scattering
broadeast a good surpl_\', lowing this
in, and letting remain until spring and
plow up and rebed?

The heavy application of straw
would keep the drenching rains from
washing land so mueh. With skill
and judgment I don't see why four
bales of cotton can’t grow on one acre
of land, though it is doubted by many,
Often do we find stalks of cotton
through our flelds containing from 100
to 150 matured bolls. Good culture,
high manurving and the study of agri-
culture will unveil many things now
unknown to  farmers.— Subscriber,
LPutnow Co., Ga.

ANswenr.—Hunuling Jeaves, cte., on
the land is a most etfective method of
supplying humus. The only objection
lo it is its cost. Where evervthing is
convenient, it might pay very well,
but it is doubtful if its good “cfleets
wonld be realized to any great extent
the first year, unless the leaves were
partinlly rotted: espeeially is thiz true
of stifl wsoils.  Fresh fallen leaves,
whet ier of pine or ouk, but especially
onk, rot quite slowly. A better plan
to secure full eflect at once, would be
to compost the leaves with lime or
ashes, in pens conveuient to the land
in time to get them rotted, and then
apply broadcast. To keep land from
wushing and leaching through the
winter, sow down in ryve, early in
September, and plow the green rve in
with the leaves in the spring, say about
the middle of' March, or gome three or
four weeks before it will be necessary
to bed the land., There is no doubt
that four bales of cotton can be raised
to the acre; it has been done, but as
an average crop, embracing bad as
well a8 good seasons, it is probably
more than could be realized. Two
bales per acre is not an nureasonable
possibility as an average crop.—South-
ern Cultivator.

Extensive Farmlng-Young Farmer W. O,
Wadley.

The tendency for the past few years
has been to small rather than Jarge
farms, The many details of manag -
ment; the multiplied avenues of cx-
pense; the inefliciency of labor; the
great extent of land to be gone over,
and the general seattered condition of
things, all conepire to make farming,
ona large gcale, a failure.  Young
furmer, W. O. Wadley, of Deling-
broke, in this State, is, however, one
of the rare exceptions, making splen-
did success upon the extensive system,

Mr. Wadley has in cultivation about
fifteen hundred acres of land. The
crop is cultivated by reuters, croppers
and hands for wages. The renters run
four mnules and pay, as rent, one-third
of the grain and one-fourth of the col-
ton they raise. Tho ecroppers ran
twenty-one mules, receiving onc-half
of everything they make, after paying
for one-half of the fertilizers. The
wages hands are graded from eight (o
ten dollars per month and run fifteen
mules. The eroppers and renters cul-
tivate from twenty lo forty-five acres
per mule, and the wages hands twenty-
five acres. The entire farin is under
the management and control of My,
Wadley and his efficient superintend-
ent.  Everything moves by signals,
that all hands alike must obey.  Sal-
urday is not a holiday; and if a rent-
er's mule is found in the barn without
the consent of Mr. Wadley or his
superintendent, the party leaving him
there is charged seventy-five cenis n
day for mule feed.

Every minute of lost time is deduet-
ed and every minule of labor is seru-
pulonsly puﬁl for. All Kinds of im-
proved imnlements are used, and par-
ties using tool ave held responsible for
them. The cnltivation of the erops on
this farm has been thoruu‘rgh and judi-
clous; and Mr, Wadley’s neighbors
sy they huve never seen a better crop
for 5o large aw area.  Many acres of
corn are estimated to .\'i(‘f:l fifty to
seventy-five bushels, Mr. Wadley
docs not give his attention to the culti-
vation of his fields to the ueglect of
the other matters of the famn, His
barn is in keeping with his advances
system of culture. It is large, well
ventilated, and commodious; with
different compartments for all fdnda of
atock and conveniently arranged for
saving all the droppings from the ani-
mals, Mr. Wadley makes very miich
of his manure at home, and ‘in this
wn'{ greatly reduces expenses,

he poultry on this farm arée by no
means a emall part of its interest, and
the home dairy, although run by native
cows, furnishes an abundance of rich
milk and excellent butter. Making his
living at home and not cultivating cot-
ton to buy his provisions, this excel-
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control of & man of good exceutive
ability.—Southern Cultivator,

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Axswenr.—1. It is better to sow (he
land every other yvear in oats, than to
sow it every thivd year. We must
not only supply the land with hinmus,
but keep it supplicd. resh lands
abovad in humus, and vet how soon
are they deprived of it under our ordi-
nary rotations.  The usual custom s,
when altervating cotton and onts, to
manure the cotton but not the oats,
Where one is desirons of improving
the land rapidly, it is better to manure
both crops, o good brondeast applica-
tion being given the oats, and drill
manuring given the cotton. T'wo hun-
dred pounds ench of el phosphate
and cotton sced meal might be plowed
in with' the ounts, and two to three
thousand pounds of a compost, like
Furzan’s, put in the dvill for cotton.
After the soil is deepened and the land
beeomes filled with humus and has o
good supply of plant food, the above
quantities of manure may be doubled
to advantage,

2. To get quick returns—and this is
always desivable in farming—it is bet-
ter lo compost leaves than (o apply
them as gathered from the woods, The
lntter decompose too slowly when pul
in the soil.  To cconomize the Iabor of
hauling, the compost pens shonld  be
distributed conveniently  about  the
ficld to which it is (o he apnlie,
About ten bushels of guick lime  will
be reguired to every five or six two-
horse wagon londs of leaves, well
tramped in a body of ordinary dimen-
sions. The lime should be slacked
with strong salt water, the slacking
being done just as it is used, a layer of
leavea (wetted i dey) six inches deep
should be put in the pen and the fresh-
Iy slucked lime sprinkled over it, then
another similar laver of leaves  with
move lime, and g0 on il completed.
Either ouk or pine leaves may he uged,
oraumixture of the two.  In place ot
lime, unleached ashes may be  nsed it
to be had; twelve to fitteen bushels of
ashes in place of the ten bushels of
lime. Tt would be well to cut down
and rebuild the heap after it has stood
tounr or live weeks.

Sueh eampost shonld form the basis
only of & munure, an addition of acid
phosphate and cotton seed to bhe made
1o it as it js about to be applied to the
soil. The quantity of these (o be added
should be such that cach aeve  should
receive of the phosphate from 200 (o
400 pounds, wind of meal from 1000 (o
200 pounds.  The guantities first men-
tioned on ordinary land, the last or
larger quantity on that in high condi-
tion,—Sowthern Cultivator.
